Duimg 
be past year he has (inspected 1258 sam- 
ples of milk and given 26 warnings.

pugilists. Mitchell, while not strictly 
identified with the old line, zeceived his 
earliest impressions and much of "his 
earlier training from the old bare- 
knuckle borers, and was reared in that 
pugilistic atmosphere which was largely 
responsible for the longevity of the i nles 
o£_ the London prize ring, and for the 
tardiness with which those of the Marquis 
of C^ueensburycrept into public favor on 
either1 side of the Atlantic. 


There has been no great event in the 


prize ring since the defeat of John L 
Sullivan by Corbett in September, 1892, 
and the class-and records, as well as the 
standing and the titles of the two men, 
gave the contest from the very day that 
it -was first suggested an unusual degree 
of international interest and of inter- 
national importance in sporting circles.

feeling ol hatred almost gave Corbett the 
fight as he cornered the Englishman, and 
as Ms long arms shot out with the force 
of a catapult there was vengeance in the 
wind. 


Mitchell showed wonderful cleverness 


in the beginning in feeling ontof the 
close quartets into which the superior si/e, 
reach and freight of his opponent boie 
him, but there was no faltering in Cor- 
bett's plan of campaign, and he slowly 
surrounded the Briton, raining mupon 
his head anS Bides a shower of savage 
punches 
There was despair in Mitchell's 


face as ie trie A vainly to elude his agile 
pursuer, and finally, when Corbett closed 
with his opponent in an ofi corner, Mitch- 
ell realized that itt was no longer possible

Hepluckily tried to spar, and failing, 


sought to clinch, but Coroett finally be.it 
him Off and with a sharp blow on the 
side of the jaw brought the Englishman 
on all fdurs. With the cheers of his 


clinched, Corbett brushing the alleged 
strong man off as if he were a boy. As 
he pushed him away, swift as a flash 
crashed in the deadly right of the Ameri- 
can clear to the jaw. Mitchell went down 
under the force of the blow. 


In the fall he swung across the lower 


lope, noised there an instant and then 
slipped off to the rosined floor. Corbett 
turned about after delivering the blow 
and nonchalantly walked to Ibis corner. 
He sat down and watched the writhing 
fonu of his adversary as Kelly called oft 
the fateful seconds. Mitchell had not 
fallen nor did he remain down to escape 
punishment this time. 
The powerful

right, might have felled an ox as it with a 
mallet. 


Mitchell writhed about under the ropes, 


and finally labored to an upright position. 
Corbett thought that the fight had al- 
ready been won. The referee stood be- 
tween the recumbent form ol Mitchell 
and Corbett, and when the former strug- 
gled dizzily to his feet, Kelly stepped 
aside so as not to obstruct the champion's 
view, calling his attention to the fact that 
the Englishman was in a fighting atti- 
tude. 


Corbett leaped from his seat and with a 


bound flew at Mitchell. The latter was 
15 feet away, dizzily leaning up against 
the ropes. Corbett came at him as if out 
of a catapult. It was a right hand swing 
vv hich next was brought Into play, and it 
was delivered while at full speed and 
landed squarely on the point of the jaw. 


Knocked Out. 


Mitchell1!, head fell, forward on his 


breast, his lower jaw ' dropped, Ma left 
hand fell limply to his side, the right fall- 
ing under his body in the descent. Ilia 
body reached the floor face downward, 
and he lay theie as lifeless as one dead 
His face turned slightly to the right, and 
from his mouth and nostrils oozed the 
blood in tiny streams.

Mitchell's Record. 


Charles Mitchell was born of Irish pa- | 


rents in. Birmingham, Eug., Xov. 24,1801. 
His first fight was with Bob Cunningham 
on Jan. 11,187S, for ii\ e pounds sterling a 
side. He defeated his antagonist in 50 
minutes. Next he/ worsted G. Smithcrs, 
on Nov. 22,1870, then fought to a draw 
with Bill Kennedy, and finally defeated 
Billy Grey, "the black'"—who weighed 
176 pounds, Mitchell -weighing 132—in one- 
round of 11 minutes. 


These mills were followed by one with 


Caryadon, the Belgian giant, in Ant- 
werp, for 1000 francs, the young Britisher 
beatiug his opponent in four rounds, and 
1G minutes. His next victory was over 
Tom Tully, and on June 16,1881, he fought 
Jack Burke to a draw, darkness ending 
the fight. In December, 1S82, Mitchell 
won the championship of England in 
Billy Madden's London competition. 


His Fights Tn America. 


Soon after Mitchell's arrival in this 


country in 18S3 he defeated Mike Cleary, 
and at Madison Rquare Garden, on. May 
22, he boxed with Johu L. Sullivan, and 
succeeded in knocking

champion down, but the police stopped 
the fight in

round.

"meeting" between William Sheriff, the 
Prussian, and Mitchell on. Long Island 
was decided to be a draw, and on March 
28,1884, Mitchell defeated Joe Denning 
in four rounds, his next battle, being with 
Jake Ivilram, in Boston, was a draw. 


In May, 1834, Mitchell defeated Billy 


Edwards in a notable battle inZ^ewYork, 
and in the following October fought four 
rounds with Domimct McCaffrey at the 
same place, the referee declaring the fight 
a draw. 


The next match made by Mitchell was 


with Jack Burke of England at Chi- 
cago, and at the end of the 10th round 
Mitchell was declared the winner. A 
"meet" with Patsy Cardiff at Minne- 
apolis ended in a draw, and in the sum- 
mer of 18S6 Mitchell returned to England. 
After his return to America in 1837 ia 
defeated Steve Gallagher at Cleveland.

Corbett belongs to tho new school of

Mitchell, while not strictly

from 
the 
old bare- 


knuckle "boxers, and was reared In that 
pugilistic atmosphere which ivns largely 
responsible. for the longevity of the rules 
of tbo London prize ring, und for the 
tardiness with which those of the Marquis 
oC Queensbury crept .into public furor on 
either side o£ ths Atlantic. 


There has been no gre;it event in the; 


prize ring siuco the defcnt of John L. 
Sullivan by., borbett in September, 1692, 
and the cldfes iind records, us well us the 
standing and the titles of the two men, 
gave the dbn test from the very day that 
it was first suggested tin unusual degree 
of international interest nnd of inter- 
national importnnca in Hportinjj circles. 


JAME9 J. CORBETT. 


Tn order to fully appreciate this condi- 


tion it will be necessary to glance at the 
records of the two men. 
They both arn 


youny, but they had both been lighting 
as nn occupation almost since they were 
boys. Mitchell is five years older than 
Corbctt, but he .fought his first pitched 
battle when he was only 1C years of age, 
while Corbett \rns 18, and had, perhaps, a, 
louger training1 than the Englishman prior 
to "coming out" as a fighter. 


Story of the FJtrlit. 


It WRS a short, sharp and decisive fight. 


It was a. foregone conclusion from the 
moment tbe men stepped lo the center of 
the ring, nnd Cotbetfc refused to shake 
hands with the mim who had so infor- 
mally abused and insulted him. There 
was nil but murder in Corbett's eyes. 


They fnccd each other, and the intense 


feeling of hntred almost gave Corbett the 
fight as ho cornered the PJnglishmau, and 
as his long arms shot out with the force 
of a catapult there was vengeance in the 
wind. 


Mitchell showed vonderCul cleverness 


In the beginning in feeling out of the 
close quarters into which the superior size, 
reach and weight of his opponent bore- 
him, hut there was no faltering in Cor- 
bett's plan of campaign, and he «lowly 
surrounded the Briton, raining in upon 
his head and sides a shower of savnge 
punches. There was despair in Mitchell's 
face as he tried vainly to elude hi.s agile 
pursuer, and finally, when Corbett closed 
with his opponent in an oil" corner, Mitch- 
ell realized that it was no longer possible 
for him to -escape the battery of the 
American. 


Hepluckily tried to spar, aud failing-, 


sought to clinch, but Corbt'tt finally bent 
him off and with a, sharp blow on the 
side of the jaw brought the Englishman 
on all fours. With the cheers of his 
friends ringing in his ears, and with the 
memories of the past crowding fast upon 
him, Corbett lost his head, and with the 
agility of a tiger and the terrible auger of 
a lion sprang toward the pitiable English- 
man on the rough rosined pint form and 
descrlbirig a semi-circle with his riijlit 
tried to land a knockout blow. 


Twice he tried thiw, but Mitchell's weak 


and wobbling body snvcd the .Amnricii.i 
from foolishly sacrificing Uio honor aud 
the glory tbat have come to him from his 
decisive, battle with the- Englishman. 
There were cries (if foul, thnugh the senti- 
ment of the vast throng v/ns then nluinly 
with the American. Corlirtt/s seconds, 
with presence of mind, shoved Ihrough 
the ropea. John Kelly rnn to thn side of 
tlie downfnUen pugilist and Cci'httt was 
dragged away. 


Mitchell WILT conscious nnd ho know 


that Corbett wan standing over him ready 
to deal without mercy (he blow that

ULATION OP BICYCLING. 


Notices of Restriction at Bleyclluc 


Must Be Posted JEvery BOO Feet Accord- 
ing to the II111 and Bate of Speed to lie 
Kegulated to Eight allies an Bour. 


BOSTON, Jan. 26.—Mr. Durant intro 


duced a bill in the senate to regulate the 
passage and rate of speed of bicycles in 
the streets and public ways of cities and 
towns. The bill provides that iu cities 
mid towns of 1000 inhabitants the rate of 
speed shall 'not, exceed uight miles an 
hour, atid that there shall he attached to 
the bicycle a bell, whistle or other me- 
chanical device, which shall be sounded 
at least six times when the bicycle is 
within 20 feet of a vehicle, horse or foot 
passenger, also at all street crossings. No 
vehicle shall be ridden at a greater speed 
than three miles au hour in that portion 
of a street occupied by a funeral proces- 
sion. Bicycles shall not be ridden on side- 
walks, and towns are reqmred to post no-

Allen, inspector of milk, vinegar, butter, 
etc., has been filed. The number of li- 
censed dealers conveying milk'by carriage 
or otherwise for sale was 101, and 03 store- 
keepers' licenses wore granted making a 
total of 214 for both. Fines as the result 
of prosecutions amounted to $000, and tbe 
sum of $1007 was turned over to the city 
treasurer. 


Major Allen mentions briefly the duties 


of the inspector. 
Where he has given 


warnings that inllk wns not, up to the 
standard they have been heeded. 
During 


the past year lie has (inspected 1253 
sam- 


ples of milk and given '2ti warnings. 
The 


j umber of complaints for baring milk not 
up to Llie standard was 17 and in 15 uf 
these cases convictions followed. Tbe sup- 
jly of milk delivered iu Lowell comes from 
surrounding towns and one car per day is 
received from Wilton, N. H. 


According to tbe report on"Swlll Milk,1' 


iicre has been but little used as food since 
the arrest and conviction of parties last 
vear. In reference to vinegar the report 
iays that the quality of vinegar sold in 
Lowell is fully up to tbe standard and no 
complaints have been made. 


All samples examined were found to be

thing in the platform, and-so do most ol 
the delegates who veie. in Chicago, and 
I believe it will be adopted by the organ- 
izations.

That must be left to the people.

Let everything dry thoroughly and 


ilo not dampen or foH until a little be- 
fore ironing time. A"f ter a cJloth<is prop- 
eily wet pull the diagonal corners aa 
hard as possible and fold with a length- 
wise crease through the middle. .Roll 
smooth and tight and let it lie for 20 
minutes. For rich damask or embroid- 
ered cloths put an extra blanket oa the 


j ironing table under its muslin-tiov-ei. 
Lay the embroidered part Smoothly 
over it, right side dotfn and press With 
a heavy iron just below scorching .neat. 
When almost dry and very smooth, turn 
and iron on the right side, using very 
light irons on the embroidery and heavy 
ones on the plain round. Stretch the 
fabrio well with the hands before press- 
ing embroidery. 


When the right.side<is properly done, 


fold it lengthwise along the middle, 
then begin at one end arfd layabout six 
inches lightly over) do not fold it down 
but ioll until all the length is coiled. 
Go over the cloth twice or thrice with 
a hot iron, changing irons frequently. 
Iron till the pattern shows plain on a 
glossy white surface. H not thoroughly 
dry when ironed, hang upon the horse 
for an hour 6r two, then fold or roll to 
such compass as required for the closet. 


How to Wring Out Hot Wet Flannels. 
Put them inside a towel and hold the 


ends in the hahd while wringing. A 
square bag with a stick run through 
each end and an opening in the middle 
of one side is better. Drop the dripping 
cloth into the bag, then use the stick to 
turn it by. 


How to Care jTor-n Refrigerator. 


Place your f efrigeratbr in a Cool spot, 


but one having light and'air. Once a 
week remove everything from it, and 
take out all shelves or movable parts. 
Wash these well in hot soapsuds, rinse 
freely in boiling water. Put them in 
the Sun or before the range to dry. 
Wash in the sameTway the rack on which 
the ice sets, but use greater care, as this 
is generally corrugated or grooved, and 
secretions of dirt maybe overlookedi 
Wash the inside of the en-tiBe-rerMgera- 
tor with suds and boiling 'Water, being 
careful to wipe-all perfectly 'dry. 
Uise 


a 'flexible wire for running down the 
tube where the refuse waten runs off. 
Dissolve two table^poonMs of washing 
soda in a quart of' boiling water on- the 
stove. After it boils pour it into the 
ice compartment, follow it quitkly' with 
a kettle full of boiling water and wipe 
dry. Leave tho refrigerator open for 
an hour and then put back yourice and 
food. The best day in the week -for this 
work 'is when the iceman is expected. 
Attend to it immediately after breakfast. 
Never put warm food in a refrigerator, 
as it will absorb the flavors of other 
food, and also heat the refrigerator. 


How to Make Paint Shine Without Varnish. 


Paint mixed with a liquid composed 


of one gallon of linseed oil, two ounces 
each of burnt umber and black lead, 
and a quarter of a pound of litharge, 
boiled together, will dry quickly, with 
a hard finish and a glosslike varnish. 


How tho Odor of Tooil Bray Be Removed 


From Coohing Vessels. 


Sometimes the most careful washing 


Will not wholly remove the flavor or 
odor of food from the utensil in which 
it was cooked. This is frequently the 
case with iish, onions, cabbage, etc., 
but there is a remedy which, though" a 
little trouble, is well worth trying. Aft- 
er any of these articles have been cook- 
ed, wash the utensil carefully with soap 
and water. Nearly fill il with cold wa- 
ter, and for each quart of water add

The 
genuine rice pudding is made rich and 
creamy by constantly stirring into it the 
top skin of the milk aa It f orms'in the bak- 
ing pan as soon as it begins to turn yellow 
with the heat. Continue to stir in this top 
until the rice is well softened and the pud- 
ding nearly done. Then you may let the 
top brown, and you wil have a perfect pud- 
ding when cold—as good as ice cream. It 
needs no flavoiing except a little cinnamon, 
although some people like to grate lemon 
peel into it. Eggs ore not needed either in 
a muffin. Good English muffins are made 
of bread dough softened to a batter with 
milk.' One egg to a. quart of milk, flour to 
make a batter and a spoonful of baking 
powder make perfect English muffins. 
Two eggs spoil it and make it quite another 
article, says the Philadelphia Ledger. 


Tliis Makes Even an Oltl Rooster Savory. 
Here is a notion which will render any 


kind of game, or even an old rooster, suc- 
culent and savory. Into about a quart of 
good stock, niade preferably from poultry 
bones, put'2.carrots, a head of celery (cut 
Very small),,an onion, 3 large tomatoes and 
the necessary quantity of salt andf pepper. 
Let this all stew together for an Hour. It 
Tnust then be strained and the game cooked 
in half o{ it after having been out in 
joints. After an hour's gentle simmering 
add a dozen balls of beef forcemeat,,a little 
lemon juice and a tumbler of wine, if this 
is numbered among your cookingmatenals. 
The birds may then stew again for hall an 
hour, when they are ready to dish. Slightly 
thicken the gravy and serve with croutons. 


Baking Powder Fastry. 


Sift half a teaspoonful of salt and 2 tea- 


spoonfuls o£ baking powder into a pint o£ 
flour, then cut in a quarter o£ a cup o£ butter, 
moisten with milk or water to a dough 
]ust stiff enough to roll out about half an 
inch thick. ITse It for the top crust for 
meat or deep fruit pies.

THE PSOPBR WAY TO SIT AT 


EASE. 


A Position That Secures Perfect Rest.—The 


Temperature in-Bakinc-Etiquette at an 
Afternoon Tea. - 
A proper pitting position requires that 


the spine shall be kept straight, and that 
the support needed for the upper part shall 
be felt in the right place. Therefore sit as 
far back as possible in the chair, so that 
the lower end of the spine shall be braced 
against the back of the seafc, If this back 
is straight, the shoulders will also rest 
against it; if not, they will hare no point of 
support, and it will be found that they do 
not need it. This position makes no strain 
upon the ligaments of the spine. It allows 
a proper position of the shoulders, conse- 
quently of the lungSjStomach and every oth- 
er organ of the body. Their work is carried 
on naturally and comf orta"bly, as is also the 
circulation of the blood, which in a wrong 
position is seriously interfered with. 


With the feet resting squarely upon the 


floor, the hands resting easily upon the lap, 
perfect equilibrium, and consequently per- 
fect icst of the body, is secured. There is 
no strain upon any part of the body; no 
muscle or organ is- required to do more 
than its own amount of work. The arms' 
should never be folded, for that position 
not only causes a strain upon the spine and 
all the other evils already referred to, but, 
in addition, places the weight of the arms 
upon the stomach and diaphragm, thereby 
increasing the labor of digestion and respi- 
ration. 


Placing the hands behind the back, if 


possible, is a good attitude to take occa- 
sionally, RiYing, aa it does, the fullest ex- 
pansion of the whole upper part of the 
body, according to Hall's Journal of 
Health, the source of the foregoing advice. 


Influenza or " Grip." 


In the first place, every part of the house 


must if in perfect sanitary condition. Let 
every drain be thoroughly examined and 
inaugurate a frequent use of disinfectants. 
It is needless to say that the cleaner a 
house is kept and the freer from all accu- 
mulations of refuse of all kinds the better. 
If any member of the family is attacked by 
the grip, separate him at once from the rest 
o£ the household and be careful thatmoth- 
ing that he uses ortouches comes in contact 
with the others. 


Books and papers especially should not 


be used after a sojourn in the sickroom 
Unless thoroughly disinfected. A little pre- 
caution in this way may entirely prevent 
the spread of the trouble. Now that W6 
recognise the terribly exhaustive nature of 
the disease, we are much better able than 
formerly to cope with the severe after ef- 
fects which have In so maiiy cases proved 
far worse than the illness itself. One great 
great preventive of the after trouble is to 
take extra food betweeuregular meal times, 
a glass of warm milk, for example, or a 
fresh es;g beaten up in a cup of .tea. It will 
be found that nourishing and simple rem- 
edies of this kind are far better than alco- 
holic stimulants. 


At bedtime, too, some strong broth should 


be taken, and it is a good plan to have a 
glass of port wine and a biscuit at hand if 
the patient should wake in the night. 
; An exchange discourses as above on the 
mysterious and dreaded malady compre- 
hended under that simple name "grip" and 
adds a somewhat inconvenient recommen- 
dation—vis, that there-should be, if pos- 
sible, for several weeks after an attack 
of the grip, complete rest of the mind and 
body.

The Temperature In Bathing. 


In bathing^ temperature is of cburse a 


chief considefatioa. "For the robust, cold 
immersion, followed by rapid friction, is a 
valuable tonic of netv'e, skin and heart 
function. For less vigorous constitutions 
—those, for example, which have been tried 
by diseaseand those of young children—the 
addition of heat n£ to the temperate point 
is only judicious. With some persons a 
warm bath is a daily luxury. Notwith- 
standing its efficacy as a means of cleanli- 
ness, however, this custom is or ought to 
be discredited by its inevitable action as a 
nervous depressant, which places it in an 
unfavorable position compared with the 
more bracing practice of cold effusion.

THE EMPEROR'S GRACIOUS ACT 


IS APPRECIATED. 


Good feeling Reigns Onee More in 


Berlin. 


BEBLIK, Jan 27.—Yesterday was a (treat 


iay for Emperor William, Bismarck and 
the fatherland. 


The German empire, through its length 


and breadth, has been filled with an en- 
thusiasm almost indescribaWe over the 
apparently complete reconciliation he- 
tween its two most illustrious sons. The 
capital has abandoned itself to a delirinm 
of joy at the affecting sight of the high 
spirited yonug emperor and the grizzled 
patriot statesman clasping hands with 
the utmost cordiality of manner and em- 
bracing each other with a heartiness and 
warmth whose sincerity it seemed im- 
possible to doubt. 


From Friederichsruhe to Berlin there 


"Was a series of ovations to Bismarck at 
every station passed with his train as it 
bore him to the city where the greatest 
triumphs o£ his great career had been 
achieved 


Beginning with the episode of the pres- 


entation, of flowers by the young women 
of the town where Bismarck resides, con- 
tinuing with the large and excitedly 
cheering assemblages along the entire 
route to Berlin, and culminating in the 
grand reception by the immense multi- 
tude in the capital, the day was one 
that gratified the ex-chancellor to his 
heart's content, and fully convinced him 
of his unshaken hold upon the affections 
of his beloved countrymen. 


Name and Fame Kerered. 


It was a fitting climax in his declining 


days to the long number of wonderful 
popular demonstrations which have been 
held during his illustrious career in his 
especial honor. In spite of all that has 
been said and aone within the past few 
years, it showed the aged public servant 
that his name and fame were dear to the 
hearts of his fellow-citizens, and that in 
Berlin, which owes so much of her great-

merit serious consideration. 


Everybody Was Happy. 


Prince Bismarck's arrival at the castle 


yesterday was followed by an enthusiastic 
succession of demonstrations upon the 
part of the people. 
Thousands upon 


thousands of people packed the square m 
front of the castle, singing the national 
anthem, 
"Wacht am 
Bhiue," 
and 


"Deutsch Uenber Alles " The emperor 
and empress, the young princess and 
Prince Bismarck repeatedly appeared at a 
window, bowing. 


While out riding, after leaving Prince 


Bismarck at the palace, Emperor William 
was wildly cheered by the throngs. On 
all sides were to be seen in the shop win- 
dows busts and photographs of Prince 
Bismarck, surrounded by palma 


Men and women held their children up 


in their arms to catch, a glimpse of the 
iron chancellor, and had it not been for 
the lines of police and escort of cavalry 
there is no doubt the people would have 
taken the horses from the pnnce's carri- 
age and dragged him in triumph to the 
castle. 


After luncheon the imperial princes vis- 


ited Prince Bismarck, and about 4 o'clock 
Prince Bismarck. dro\efrom the castle 
and visited the ex-empress of Germany. 


Later in the day Prince Bismarck gave 


a dinner, atwhich 10 distinguished guests, 
Including Ihe emperor, empress and King 
of Saxony, were present. 


Back to His Castle. 


The train taking Prince Bismarck back 


to jBMedenchsruhe left this city shortly 
after 7:30 p. m. Emperor William ac- 
companied the ex-chancellor to the rail- 
Toad station, and they were escorted from 
the palace to the depot by a strong de- 
tachment of Cuirassiers, and by all the 
members of the general staff, as well as 
by a number of generals. 


The same scenes of enthusiasm that oc- 


curred on the way to the palace were 
repeated during the passage back to the 
station. Upon parting with the prince, 
Emperor William repeatedly kissed the 
veteran upon both cheeks, aud after the lat- 
ter had entered »ne railroad carriage, the 
emperor turned to Count Herbert yon Bis- 
roarck and addressed a few words to him, 
the flrst in a very long while.

Count Herbert VOD 
Bismarck and Count William von Bis- 
marck, as well as Dr. Schwenvagea, ac- 
companied the prince back to Fneder- 
ichsruhe. A dozen of large bouquets of 
Sowers were placed In the prince's car- 
riage befort tt drew out of the depot.

Tn order to fully appreciate this eondl-

They faced each other, and the intense 


feeling of hatred almost cave Corbet I the 
fight as ha cornered the Englishman, and 
as his long arms shot out with the force 
of n catapult there was vengeance in the 
wind. 


Mitchell allowed wonderful cleverness 


in the beginning in feeling out of the 
close quarters into which the superior size, 
reach niid Wright of his opponent bore 
him, bat there was no fnUmug in Cm- 
bett's pJnii of campaign, ami he slowly 
surrounded the Briton, raiuiiiR iiiupon 
his bead and si tics a shower of savage 
punches. There was dcspnir in Mitchelf's 
face as he tried vainly to elude Im jitriic 
pursuer, and flnnliy, when Corbett closed 
with his opponent in «iu ofi" corner, flitch- 
ell realized that it was no louder possible 
for him to escape the battery of the 
American.

He defeated his antagonist iu CO 
minutes. Next'ho' worsted'C. Smlthcrs, 
on Nov. 22, 1870, then fought to a draw 
with Bill Kennedy, and finally dcfontoil 
Eilly Grey, "the black'-'—who weighed 
170 pounds, Mitchell weighing 133—in ono 
round of H minutes. 


These mills wero followed by one with 


Cnryadon, tho Belgian. giant, in Ant- 
werp, for 1000 francs, the young Britisher 
beating hia opponent in four rounds, and 
10 minutes. His next victory wus over 
Tom Tally, and ou June 10,1681, he fought 
Jack Burke to a draw; darkness ending 
tho fight.

"When we speak of white elephants, WP 
nust remember that a peifectly pure wbitt 
elephant never really existed, or, at all 
events, was never caught. A white elephant 
s not really white at all, but it is called so 
f it is at all like an albino. A white ele- 
phant is one who really is an albino—that 
s, lacks coloring matter. A dark, mouse 
colored elephant, rather lighter than ordi- 
nal y elephants, with pinkish splasljes about 
the head and body, is called a white ele- 
phant. Sometime!, their eyes are pink, and 
altogether they have sufficient light color- 
ng to give them theirdistiDguiahinKname, 
.hough their parents may have been black, 
the spots, etc., being m no way hereditary. 


Certainly the honor paid to white ele 


>hants is remarkable. The king of Cam 
Dodia, whose ancestors are said to have 
owned 70,000 elephants, is called "the first 
cousin of the white elephant." The prime 
minister of Siam is honored by being called 
'the general of the elephants;" the foreign 
minister of Cochin China, "the mandarin 
of the elephants," while the late king ol 
Siam was called "king o£ the celestial ele- 
jhants" and "master of many white ele 
jhauts." 


The Hand of the Machinist. 


It has often been said in speaking of a 


man who is very precise and critical m his 
methods that he would split a hair. The 
difficulty of such any operation can be im 
igined when we are told that an ordinary 
raman hair is about two and a half thou- 
sandths ol an inch in diameter. 


But an exchange tells us that the band oi 


the machinist becomes by long training so 
delicately accurate in touch that things can 
be done by it which almost surpass the haii 
splitting operation. 


There are machinists who, by the Impres- 


sion carried through a pair of calipers and 
the fingers' ends, can determine bow much 
pressure must be exerted by a hydraulic 
jress in order to force on to its shaft a loco- 
motive driving wheel or an engine crank. 
[n milking such a calculation the thou- 
sandth part of an inch variation in diam 
eter would cause much more variation in 
pressure than is permissible. 


Even smaller variations of size cau be de 


tected by the trained sense of touch, or, 
rather, by the variation in resistance of a 
pair of calipers The sensitiveness of the 
linger ends in relation to magnitude can 
also be wonderfully developed. 


THAT SMIME. 


Sap Circulation of Plants. 


During the winter months there is an al 


most entire suspension of the sap secreting 
power. In the spring, summer and au- 
tumn the sap which rises in the stems ol 
plants is of a wateiy nature, containing the 
various inorganic matters absorbed by the 
roots; also some sugar, dextrine and othei 
organic substances. This undergoes con 
Blderable alteration during its passage to 
the leaves, but wherflt reaches thorn is still 
unfitted for the requirements of the plant 
and hence is called "crude sap." 
This sap 


again undergoes important changes in the 
leaves through the action of light and ail 
and becomes adapted for the nourishment ol 
the plant. It is then called "elaborated 
sap." 


When Water BolU. 


'Water boils at different temperatures, ac- 


cording to the elevation above the sea lev- 
el. The following statements have been 
made on this point: In Baltimore water boila 
practically at 212 degrees F ; at Munich, at 
209& degrees; at the City of Mexico, at 200de- 
grees, and in the Himalayas, at an elevation 
of 18,000 feet above the level o£ the sea, at 
160 degrees. These differences are caused by 
the varying pressure of the atmosphere at 
these points. 
In Baltimore the whole 


•weight of air is to be overcome. In Mexico 
7,000 feet above the sea, tnere are 7,000 feel 
less of atmosphere to be resisted. Conse- 
quently less heat is required, and boiling 
takes place at a lower temperature.

Files of these two old. papers, with some 


qthejspfihe'north and south.were carefully 
£ept in t]je senate, and were tbe source of 
constant information for both senators and 
representatives, who depended upon them 
in many cases far more confidently than 
upon The Globe. About eight years ago 
these flies, •wuicb. had been moved from 
place-to place and were in danger of being 
destroyed, were transferred by resolution 
of congress to the care of the librarian of 
congress, who had them placed with the 
files that he had been keeping and stored 
away under the crypt. Over 1,100 volumes 
were transferred. 


Mr. Yau Ness, the guardian, has a den 


under the rotunda floor. He was found at 
Work by the reporter. A great clothes- 
basket stands on top, filled to overflowing 
with the latest issues o£ the press. 


"That is my morning mail," remarks Mr. 


Tan Ness as he lays his band affectionately 
upon the mass of reading matter. "It is a 
father poor momingtoo. Sometimes there 
are two baskets. I take these papers as 
soon as I can each day and sort them out. 
You may see these* shelves and big pigeon- 
holes behind you. Well, each one is for a 
certain p^per. Some of the boxes, you no- 
tice, are filled. The files in those are nearly 
ready to be sent ta the eo\ eminent bindery 
to be put between covers. Someoi the pa- 
pers bind up" at two months and others at 
four. 


"Then every two months," ha went on, 


fumbling thiough a drawer in the table, 
"they bend me their current flies from the 
senate, which I have to collate very care- 
fully. I take them froih their temporary 
binders and go through them particularly 
to see whatnumbers^are missing. Then I 
write to the publication offices of the papers 
and try to supply the deficiencies. When 
the volumes are as complete as I can make 
them, they go to the binder. 


"You can see from this list the number of 


papers we get here," as he handed out a 
carefully kept book that contained the 
names of upward of a hundred o£ the best 
journals published m the country. 
It 


showed the date of subscription and the 
date ofsending the volumes to the binder, 
as well-as that of its return. "The senate 
takes 31 papersnowin addition to these. It 
keeps me pretty busy attending to them all. 
Lee us walk through the vaults, and you can 
see what a quantity of material we have 
heie." 


The books were arranged in alphabetical 


order of states, beginning with the earliest 
newspapers of. Alabama, published in 1819. 
A few steps toot th§ two around in a cir- 
cle, which completed the-list of states and 
bi ought forth the names of the European 
capitals. 


' Ifor we have some very complete files of 


foi'eign papers,^ sal'd'the custodian. "We 
have the Bondon Times from its beginning, 
irom before it was The Times, in fact. 
Then here are files o£ the Manchester 
Guardian, and here js a set of Gahguam's 
Messenger. We receive a great many files 
from the state department that furnish us 
with many valuable additions. Here is a 
complete file up to a short time ago of Le 
Constitutionnel, a French paper. And 
ieia are the magazines both of this country 
and Europe. Here is about the best col- 
lection of The Gentleman's Magazine in 
ihe country. 


"Now you have seen the files that are re- 


ferred to the most. Off down there," indi- 
cating the mysterious passage that led to 
the other side o{ the capital, "are the old 
fellows that are in duplicate up stairs in 
the library. JJhe Intelligencer is therein 
a special case. Here," showing the way 
into a perfectly dark vault about 4 feet 
wide and turning off to the left at the 
lower end, "are copies-oj every map that 
has ever been copyrighted in this country. 
The gem of this collection is not very well 
known. It consists of all the maps that 
were used during the various wars in 
which this country has been engaged. The 
maps were issued by the war department 
and turned back after they were needed no 
longer, and then turned over to us for 
preservation. Theie are some curious rel- 
ics down there," added the custodian tan- 
talizingly, as he turned back out of the 
dark. 


"You think you have seen all my books, 


but you have not. Come across the corri- 
dor and see our little annex," and the way 
was led to a little bit of a room that has 
been built among the pillars of the crypt, 
u here the papers of the new west are 
Itqrea. 


''Our policy has been to take two papers 


from each large place, one of each party; 
but out in the west we have to take three, 
ifdw fflat tEe-Populists are given to pub- 
lishing their views on things. 


"Here is a curio,'.'- said Mr. Van -Ness, 


laying his hand fondly upon a pile of three 
portfolio^ labeled "The National Antisla- 
veiy. Standard." 


"That is one of the most unique files of 


the lot, for it contains a vast amount of in- 
forjniition about the first "antislavery move- 
rflents., It-wM published in-New York 
from.aS4f to 1870. '¥his is the only file in 
the. world that is at all Complete. There are 
a few-,copies n^ssiu^ from the first six vol- 
lirnes and tieilast 'two, so we have not had 
them found regularly. 
Then here is a

A PARISIAN POLICE THICK.

How a Prominent Vlcomtesse Recovered a 


Packuce of Love Letters. 


A well known Parisian lady of unexcep- 


tional social eminence was anxious to re- 
cover some letters from a popular clubman, 
whom she had first ,loved and then hated. 
She addressed herself to the prefect of po- 
lice at Paris and induced that functionary 
to help her to recover the letters. 


There is in France a law, more honored 


in the breach than its observance, which or- 
dains that no one shall wear in his button- 
hole or lapel of his coat the rosette or rib- 
bon of any foreign order without previous- 
ly having obtained permission of the grand 
chancellerie of the Legion of Honor. No- 
body except members of the French diplo- 
matic corps and of the army and navy ever 
goes to the tronble of getting the permis- 
sion, and I have never known anybody to 
be sentenced-to imprisonment or even fined 
for the infraction of this statute, if statute 
it can be called. 


One afternoon the clubman in question 


was visiting the annual exhibition of pic- 
tures at the Cercle de 1'Union Artistique, 
when suddenly, while in the act of leaving 
the club, he was arrested by two policemen 
in civilian dress, hustled into a cab and 
driven off to^the depot of the prefecture o£ 
police. 


There he was-kept for 34 hours in custody, 


and was only released late on the following 
day, -with a severe admonition on the part of 
oneof thecommissaries of police for wearing 
in his buttonhole the light blue and white 
rosette of tbe order of Charles III of Spain 
without having obtained the permission to 
do sofrom the chancellerie of the Legion of 
Sonor. 
' Ou returning home he found that during 
his absence a commissary of police and sev- 
eral assistants had visited his apartments 
and carefully ransacked his papers—made 
a perquisition, as it is called in official 
phraseology—and had removed all the let 
ters addressed to him by the vicomtesse in 
question. 


Of course it was hopeless for him to en- 


deavor to obtain aiiy rediess for the outrage 
thus perpetrated, for in Prance, and indeei 
almost everywhere else on the continent 
the magistrates and judges, instead of be 
ing independent, are merely dependent for 
the maintenance o£ their positions, for pro- 
motion, and for honors in the shape ot or 
ders and decorations, upbn the governmen' 
of the day, and especially to the minister o 
justice, whose obedient and submissive 
servants they are obliged to be. 


That any of them should so far forge 


what is due to his superiors _as well as to 
his own interests as to render" a decision, ia 
favor of a prosecutor against the eovern 
ment is deemed, therefore, out of question 
—Yankee Blade.

TITLES AND DEGREES, 


EORGB TICKNOR CUHTIS ON THE 


AMERICAN PRODUCTIONS. 


The First and Last Time That Congress 


Ever Grappled With a Handle For the 
President'^ Xarne—College Houors That 
Entailed Ridicule. 
Mot loog since agentlernanwho meant to | 


>e polite, and who affects English spelling, 
ddressed a letter to me as follows, "The 
Honourable George Ticknor Curtis; LL.D., 
tc., etc., etc." 
I never- held any public 


fiice or position which, by a custom that 
would be more honored in the breach than 
ihe observance, is supposed to put the pre- 
ix of honorable to a man's name, nor did 
ever i eceive from my own Harvard or any 
ithei1 institution of learning the degree of 
Hi. D. or any other honorary degree. The 
ondness ot our people for titles and the 
eadiness with which they are bestowed are 
emarkable. 
Wheu I was in college at Harvard, more 
han 00 years ago, there dwelt at* Cam- 
iridgepoit a Mr. Thomas Dowse, who ear- 
ned on the. respectable occupation of leather 
iresser. Being a prosperous man and a 
mchelor, he accumulated a good property, 


built a handsome house ou the main 


treet, m which he had an apartment on 
he second floor where he lived. It was cus- 
omary in those days for tradespeople to 
mt in fiont of their shops some image 
vhich typified their business. 


Mr. Dowse had ft figure of a sheep in full 
leece, erected on a Ki£h column in front of 
iis building. His manufacture of leather, 
chiefly sheepskin, was carried«ra in the rear 
if his premises. He had a fondness for ac- 
cumulating books in fine binding, mostly 
Jnglish classics. At the time of -which I 
ipeak he had quite a large library, and the 
corporation ana-overseers of Harvard uni- 
versity, thinking that they could induce 
lim to bequeath his libiary to the coliege, 
made him an LL D. I fancy that the 
worthy man did not know much about the 
nside of his books, nor do I rememberwhat 
disposition he ultimately -made of them. 
One of the college wags dubbed him "Lit- 
erary Leather Dresser." 


About the same time there -was a dean of 


the theological faculty in Harvard who, be- 
sides being a man of small stature, -was 
also very unpopular. He was made a 
D. D. at first and afterward an LL. D. The 
same facetious undergraduate translated 
iis degrees to mean, "D 
d Dirty Little 


Dean." 


When General Jackson was piesident, 


during his first term of office, he visited 
Boston, attended commencement at Har- 
vard and received the degree of LL. D. 
This was very much ridiculed at the time 
by some of the Whigs, v,ho said that Gen- 
eral Jackson was an illiterate man, and 
that he could not wi ite an English sentence 
correctly. This was not true. I have seen 
autogiaph letters of General Jackson Writ- 
ten as well in point of style, spelltog and 
punctuation as any of the public men of 
that time were accustomed to write. In 
Shese letters there were very few erasures. 
I do not suppose that as president he wrote 
ais messages and other state papers. His 
famous proclamation against the nulhfiers 
was written by Edward Livingston, his 
secretai y of state. The president, however, 
always corrected such papers carefully with 
his own hand. 


On one occasion the public printer brought 


him a proof of one of his messages in which 
the proofreader had changed certain- ex- 
pressions which quite altered the meaning. 
"No, by the Eternal," Old Hickory ex- 
claimed, "print it as I wrote it, or I.will 
turn you out of office." 


Passing now from small things to greater 


'things, the proceedings which took.place 
in the First congress relative to the title 
proper to-be given to the president'of the 
"United States afford a curioos illustration 
of the tendencies of some public men at 
that period. 


On the lisa of April, 1TS9, the senate in- 


structed a committee of three of its mem- 
bers to consider and report "what style, or 
title it will be proper to annex to the offices 
of president and vice president of the 
United States, if any other thau those given 
in the constitution." This led to a confer- 
ence on the subject with a committee of the 
house of representatives, and the result 
was a disagreement. 


The president had in the meantime been 


inaugurated—viz, ou the 30th of April—and 
in the address in answer to his inaugural 
speech, presented to him by the'house on 
the 5th of May, he had been addressed sim- 
ply as "George Washington, president of 
the United States." On the 8th-of May the 
senate appointed a new committee of its 
own body to consider and report under ! 
what title it would be properf or the senate 
to address the president. This committee 
on the 14th -proposed as a title, ''His high- 
ness the president <rf the United States and 
protector of their liberties." But -without 
proceeding to the adoption of a title that 
was certain to be rejected by the house, 
and that -would have led to -a difference in 
the practice of the two bodies, the senate 
proposed the following i esolution: 


"From a- decent respect for the opinion 


and practice of civilized nations, whether 
under monarchical or republican forms of 
government, whose custom it is to annex 
titles of respectability to the office of their 
chief magistrate,, and that, on intercourse 
with foreign nations, a due respect for the 
majesty of the people-of the United States 
may not be hazarded oy an appearance of 
singularity, the senaje have been induced 
to be'of opinion that-it would be properto 
annex a respectable title to "the office of 
president of the United States, but the sen- 
ate, desirous of preserving' harmony v/ith 
the house of representatives, where the 
practice lately observed iu presenting an 
address to the president was without the 
addition o£ titles, think IE prop'er, for the 
present, to act in conformity with the prac- 
tice of that house. 
Therefore, resolved, 


that the present address be 'To the Presi- 
uent of the United States,' without addi- 
tion of title." 


This method of receding from the po- 


lition that had been taken by the senate 
was resorted to iu consequence of a debate 
which took place in the house on the llth 
of May upon a-oioposition made by the sen- 
ate for a furthejfoonference ia regard-to tie 
future mode of addressing the president 
As the house had already determined that 
it would not be proper to annex Any other 
style or title to any of the offices than that 
given in the constitution, and had, in ad- 
dressing the president, acted in pursuance 
of this decision, opposition ivits manifested 
to further consideration of the subject. 


Bub after 'an earnest discussion, which 


exBibited no. difference of opinion on the 
question of additional titles, the house con- 
sented to the appointment of a new com- 
mittee of conference, and Mr. Madison was 
pla«ed at the head of it. The conference 
between the two committees was held, but 
on the 14th the senate was informed that 
the disagreement remained. The senate 
then adopted the resolution which is Above 
quoted, and from that time the matter of 
titles was allowed to sleep.—George Tick- 
nor Curtis in New York Sun.
